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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 2, 5-16 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Vierling or German reference '515 or French reference '166. 

Vierling has a vertical shaft 25, holding means 80, 81, feed means 23, 34 and 
means 100 operating in conjunction the holding means. German reference '515 has a 
vertical shaft 18, holding means 43, feed means 11 and means 7 operating in 
conjunction the holding means. French reference '166 has a vertical shaft 5, holding 
means 8, feed means 3a, 3b and means 14 operating in conjunction the holding means. 
While the means operating in conjunction the holding means in each of the prior art 
devices forms a circle when viewed in plan (top) view, the means operating in 
conjunction the holding means can never the less be considered to be C-shaped by not 
considering the upper flat cam track portion as being part of the means operating in 
conjunction the holding means because it does not vary the height of the holding 
means. Only the inclined cam track varies the height of the holding means. The term 
tubular only adds mass to the means operating in conjunction the holding means. Since 
the means operating in conjunction the holding means in the prior art are functionally 
equivalent to that which is claimed including the unclaimed feature of changing one 
cam track for another, no patentable merit is achieved by applicants' design. 

With regard to claim 6, the French reference does not apply. With regard to claim 
9, note cam 14 of French reference '166. With regard to claim 16, the design of the 
actuating means has not been proven to be critical to the operation of the system in 
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comparison to the functionally equivalent actuating means 65, etc. of Vierling. With 
regard to claim 20, only Vierling applies.
